Delegates Elected to the Chicago Conven- 
tion—The Usual Arraignment of the Ad- 
ministration and the Democratic Party— 
Conflicting Reports Concerning Blaine’s 
Candidacy—Michigan Colored Men In- 
dorse Alger for the Presidency. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., April 25.—The Republican 
§ Convention to nominate four delegates- 
at-large tothe National Convention, a candi- 
date for Supreme Judge and two electors-at- 
large, met in the opera-house at 11 o’clock 
this morning. The convention is the largest 
held here for many years,and the opera- house 
is overcrowded. ‘thé convention was called 
to order by Chairman Cooper of the 
State Committee. Samuel H. Miller of 
Mercer County was elected temporary Chair- 
man. Upon taking the chair he congratulated 
the convention upon the harmony which pre- 
vails among the Republicans pf the State, and 
said: ‘*Tonoone more than to the distin- 
guished gentleman who represents thé west- 
ern slopes of the Alleghenies in the Upper 
House of Congress is this happy state of af- 
fairs dué. Throughout the country the outlook 
is cheering and hopeful. Every branch of in- 
industry is fairly prosperous. By virtue of 
the wise financial and industrial legislation of 
the Republican party in the Congress of the 
United States since 1861, our manufacturing 
and other industries are fairly prosperous, 
notwithstanding the discouraging, although 
unsuccessful attacks made upon them by 
every Democratic Congress that has been in 
power since 1874. Her capital is more re- 
munerative,investment more sure and certain 
and labor better fixed and protectcd than in 
any nation of the old world.

Boston, April 25.—The Republican State 
Convention to elect delegates to the National 
Convention assembled at Tremont Temple at 
ll o’clock this forendon. Prior to the conven- 
tion there was considerable canvassing at the 
Tremont House and also in the corridors at 
Tremont Tempie. At 10:30 there was a large 
gathering in the convention hall and several 


different tickets were distributed. 

The convention was very well attended. 
The couvention was called to order by Dr. 
Burden, Chairman of the State Committee, 
and temporary organization was effected, with 
Robert J. Southworth and J. Otis Wardwell, as 
Secretaries. Prayer was offered by Rev. H. 
A. Phillbrook and Dr. Burden then delivered 
the opening address. He said the 
prospects’ of the tepublican party 
in the State and nation never 
looked more encouraging than they 
do to-day. He urged the formation of Repub- 
lican Clubs as aids to the regular organization, 
and said the importance of such clubs couid 
not be overestimated. He favored the policy 
of making a clean campaign, entirely froma 
Republican standpoint.

The Committee on Credentials reported 3872 
towns and twenty-two cities represented by 
893 delegates. The Committee on Permanent 
Organization reported for President of the 
convention Gen. Wm. Cogswell of Salem. 
On taking the i chair Gen. Cogswell 
congratulated the delegates on the perfect 
harmony existing inthe party. He reviewed 
the record of the Cleveland administration, 
which, he declared, was characterized by 
**ignorance and incapacity,’’ its distinguish- 
ing feature being ‘‘a total tack of American- 


ism.’’ While the Executive has had 
full power to reduce the surplus

THE SOUTH. 


A Remarkable Era of Prosperity—Decrease 
in Farmers’ Debts. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATcr. 

BALTIMORE, Md., April 25.—Nearly five pages 
of this week’s Manufacturers’ Record will be 
filled with special letters from the Governors 
and Agricultural Commissioners of the South- 
ern States, upon the financial condition of the 
farming interests of the South and the general 
progress of that section. In every case the 
farmers are saidto be more prosperous than 


for many years, and proof of this is given in 
the great decrease in the numberand amount 
of mortgages andcropliens. Farmers are less 
in debt than at any time since the war, and are 
buying more liberally of improved Jabor-sav- 
ing agricultural implements. In Alabama, 
Gov. Seay and Mr. R. F. Kolb, Commissioner 
of Agriculture, unite in reporting a decrease 
in indebtedness on the part of farmers and a 
steady improvement in their condition all 
over the State, with very marked ‘improve- 
ments in buildings, fences, etc. In Arkansas 
Florida and the Carolinas the same report of 
increasing prosperity is made. 
Hon.8.A.Jonas, writing of Mississippi, which 
is a fair sample, says: ‘‘There has never been 
a time since the war when Mississippi 
farmers were as nearly out of debt as at 
present. There is not to-day one farm mort- 
gage where there were Ngee ten years ago 
and, in fact, it may be confidently asserted 
that the small farmers are in many parts of the 
State almost entirely free from debt. The 
crop of 1887 paid tens of thousands of our 
farmers out of debt and left them in splendid 
condition to enter upon the new year.’ 
The growth of the South In other lines 
is shown by an increase from 1880 
1887 of $977,000, in the assessed value 
of property, notwithstanding the fact 
that an immense amount of property, includ- 
ing railroads, new factories, etc., is exempt 
from taxes and hence is not included in these 
figures. During the same time there was an 
increase of 17,305 miles of railroad,a gain of 
89 per cent, while the increase in the rest of 
the country was 69 percent. The value of the 
South’s agricuitural products in 1887 was 
$171 ,000,000 greater than in 1879; the increase 
in the value of live stock during the same time 
was $182,283,000, The yield of grain was 626,- 
305,000 bushels, against 431,074,000 bushels in 
1879. In 1887 the output of coal was 16,476,785 
tons against 6,049,471 tons in 1880. The pro- 
duction of pig fron was 929,456 tons against 
897,301 tons in 1880.

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Tonpon, April 25.—The Queen purchased 
several modern paintings during her stay at 
Florence and four pieces of soulpture, as well 
as some copies of ancient pictures. The 
Qneen has been so charmed with Florence 
that she contemplates purchasing a residence 
and grounds near Fiesole, within a short dis- 
tance of the Villa Palmieri. Her Majesty is to 
leave Windsor for Balmoral on the evening of 
Friday, May 18, and intends to remain in 
Scotland for five weeks. The Queen’s 
birthday is to be kept in London offi- 
cially on Saturday, May 2, on which 
day the Prince of Wales will dine with Lord 
Salisbury in Arlington street and Lady Salis- 
bury is to have a great party at the foreign 
office, at which numerous royalties will be 
present. To announce drawing-rooms for 
May 9 and 16,“when Emperor Frederick’s state 
is utterly hopeless, seems to bea silly and 
heartless proceeding. Asa matter of fact, all 
the arrangements have been made for order- 
ing court mourning in the eventof the Em- 
peror’s death and the Queen has decided that 
that there are to be neither state balls nor 
concerts nor any drawing-rooms this year. In 
all probability the Prince and Princess of 
Wales will go abroad for the summer. 

EMPRESS VICTORIA AND HER 60N. 

I hear from Berlin that Empress Victoria 
and her eldest son have been barely on speak- 
ing terms during the last three weeks. The 
Crown Prince has reproached his mother in 
violent language in consequence of her hay- 


ing cleaned out the room at Charlottenburg 
in which Queen Louise died. The room has 
been regarded as a sacred place and has been 
kept exactly as the heroic Queen left it for 


nearly pres | years. It appears 
that the ympress meddled witb 
it in the course of the 


preparations for the reception of the Queen 
(her mother) and it is impossible to acquit her 
of a grave indiscretion and ofa most extraor- 
dinary want of taste and good feeling. Con- 
sidering that Empress Victoriais really aclever 
woman, the mistakes she has committed 
since her return to Berlin are perfectly aston 
ishing. She has made no moves but false 
ones, both In great thingsandin small. One 
cannot but wonder that the Empress is unpop- 
ular at Berlin when one hears that the work of 
redecoruting and furnishing the right wing of 
the palace of Charlottenburg has been in- 
trusted by her to a London tradesman, as if 
theré were not a sin,le establishment in Ber- 
lin capable of undertaking it. 
THE GRAND PACIFICATOR. 

The Grand Duke of Baden has been the 
grand pacificator at Berlin during the past 
month. He bas negotiated between the Em- 
press and the Crown Prince, and between Her 
Majesty andthe Chancellor, and it is mainly 
owing to his interference, which has been 
marked throughout by great tact, earnest- 
ness and good feeling, that Emperor Fred- 
erick has been able to arrange his private 
affairs to his entire satisfaction, The Grand 
Duchess of Baden will ultimately inherit 
nearly a wtoilllion and a half sterling from 
her father and mother, as well as the 
beautiful Schloss and Park of Babelsburg,near 
Potsdam. This huge fortune was intended for 
the late Prince Ludwig of Baden, but the bulk 
of it willnow passtothe Crown Princess of 
Sweden on the death of her parents, as the 
hereditary Prince of Baden is very rich,thanks 
to his marriage with Princess Hilda of Nassau, 
and he does not need assistance. 

THE GATTON PICTURES. 

The Gatton pictures are to be sold at Chris- 
tie’s next month. This choice gallery was col- 
lected by the fifth Lord Monson early in. the 
present century, and it includes one of the 
best examples of Leonardo da Vinci and some 
very fine Sir Joshuas.
